Uncertain.

It w id authoritatively indicated that 
obviously there would be no surrender 
ot 
rights and no acceptance of the 
Germ an proposal to guarantee im m u­ 
nity to Am erican bhips under arrange 
w ent to be agreed upon by the naval 
authorities of tho two countries con­ 
cerning tho m arking of neutral ships. 
There is no Intention, from indica­ 
tions iu official quarters, to force a sit­ 
uation. but In w hatever policy is fol­ 
lowed the Am erican endeavor w ill be 
to place full responsibility on G er­ 
m any for any subsequent rupture in 
friendly relations.

One Obstacle 
Arises. 


The chief obstacle, it appears, how 
ever, to perm itting virtu ally a status 
quo to continue, while further notes 
are exchanged. Is the treatm ent which 
G erm any has given to the Lusitania 
case. 
The I lilted States has ask* d 
tor disavow al of Intent to kill Anieri 
cans and for reparation, alllhougb the 
latter has been subordsined to the 
greatest «otisideration of whether G er­ 
many justified th** action of th* sub­ 
m arine commander or 
would admit 
liability. 
No direct answer on the questions 
id law involved were given in the last 
note and the quick sinking of the ves­ 
sel 
was attributed to 
“peculiar cir 
»utuatan* es." such as the presence of 
high explosives 
High officials regard 
this as an evasion, pointing out that 
even lf there were explosives on the 
ship, which is not admitted, they nev­ 
er would have been ignited but for 
the Germ an torpedo. 
Opinion in Germ an quarters here is 
much the same as that 
which has 
been reflected in press comment from 
Berlin 
Count von Bernatorff. the G er­ 
man ambassador, is satisfied with th** 
rman reply and thinks It offers a 
basis for negotiation.

German possession to her own territory, but they may be called 
upon to sacrifice their local interests to induce the Germans to 
w ithdraw from France, Belgium and Russia.

ail other. 
Lloyd George is also s tirrin g up considerable

himself among oilier cabinet members. 
His demand that high­ 
ly paid Incompetents be removed has brought him several ene­ 
mies. 
Russians last week checked the Austro-Gerrnan advance

Southern Poland and Eastern Galle ta. 
JI is beginning to ap­ 
pear tlfat the Teutonic fortie s may have made* a mistake in de­ 
veloping two objectives after the fall of Lemberg. 
Jealousies in the British governm ent over the sudden

cendeney of Lloyd George as the: potential savior of the empire, 
are the cause of the thinly veiled attacks now being made on 
the minister of niiinitions. 
Some of England's statesmen are 
inte nt on making political capital for themselves out of the w ar 
aud they do not regard LIoyd-George’s prestige with any kind­ 
ness. 
Tills is wily Lord Ilaldane, Hie late Lord Chancellor, has gone 
out ot ills way to reveal the fact that a ministerial committee to 
Increase* the output of m unitions was formed last October, and 
among the members was Lloyd-George himself. 
Lord Haldane 
suggests Hic measure's now hcdng take n to speed up the produc­ 
tion of war stores ought to have been begun last autum n.

Inference which the ex lord chance llor desires to create: is that 
Lloyd-George is It months behind hand with his plans to save 
the empire.
